Pursuant to the Illinois Freedom of Information Act., I hereby request the following records: All files on or 
related to the Jane Collective (also known as "Jane" and the Abortion Counseling Service of Women's 
Liberation), the Chicago underground abortion group that was active from 1969-1973. 

Your request was reviewed by the undersigned. An electronic search based on the information in your request 
using the Citizen Law Enforcement Analysis and Reporting System (CLEAR) and CPD’s Data Warehouse yielded 
negative results for public records. Please be advised that CPD has no responsive records for your request. 

Your request does not identify a category of public records (e.g., Arrest Reports, Homicide Investigations), 
individual names, or incident dates/descriptions to conduct any other types of searches. Identifying and reading 
the many thousands of public records from the listed time period to determine whether that record is related to 
the Jane Collective is burdensome pursuant 5 ILCS 140/3(g).
